Increase in Pay 
Proposed by Vets 


Increases of the monthly main- 
tenance allowances of student vet- 
crans, amounting to $20 for single 
veterans and $40 for married vet- 
erans is being asked by the Na- 


tional] Conference of Student Vet- 
ecrans, which was held at the 
C.O.T.C. of the University of Mont- 
real on December 27-29. At the 
same time, the conference voted 
that a program of Iew-cost build- 
ing at low rentals for all citizens 
be initiated by the Federal Govern- 
ment immediately. 


PERMANENT BODY 


A national organization to be 
known as the ‘National Conference 
of Student Veterans’ was formed at 
a plenary session of all the dele- 
gates, and Len Starkey, who is the 
President of the McGill Student 
Veterans Society, and who was also 
chairman of the conference, was 
chosen as the President of the Na- 
tional organization. A National 
Council of seven, headed by Len 
Starkey will have executive power 
of the N.C.S.V., and will present 
the final recommendations of the 
conference to Ottawa, Elected to 
the National Ccuncil were: Joe 
Testart of University of Western 
Ontario; Gerry Laganiere of. the 
University of Montreal; William 
Rorke of the University of Alberta; 
Norman Wright of the University 
of Manitoba; Alex Hart of Dal- 
housie; Gcrdon King of Ontario 
Training and Rehabilitation Insti- 
tute, and Len Starkey of McGill. 
The conference was insistent that 
a French Canadian be Included on 
the Council. 


INCREASE GRANTS 


The increased grants, which were 
based on questionnaires and briefs 
of the cost of living on Canadian 
campuses from coast to coast, were 
urged on the grounds that the "Na- 
tional Education Scheme is an ideal 
which ought to be achieved, and can 
be achieved by a relatively small 
additional expenditure.” It was also 
pointed out that “in view of the 
fact that the government supported 
us during service (and did not 
merely assist us) that the Canadian 
government underwrite our re- 
habilitation as they underwrote our 
War Effort.” 


HOUSING A PROBLEM 


Sixty delegates, representing over 
18,000 ex-servicemen attending Can- 
adian universities and vocational 
training schools from coast to coast, 
also arrived at the conclusion that 
the lack of suitable low-cost housing 
is forcing an increasing number of 
student veterans to doubt whether 
they will be able to continue their 
studies, Among the reasons forward- 
ed were: Worries caused by fruit- 
less house-hunting; separation of 
married students from their fam- 
ilies due to lack of accommodation; 
high living costs in educational 
centres necessitating students sup- 
plementing their benefits with per- 
sonal savings, victory bonds or gra- 
tuities. 


The conference urged immediate 
construction of low cost homes 
throughout Canada that would be 
available at low rentals to student 
veterans and other citizens. For this 
purpose, immediate emergency 
measures and a long term policy 
Were recommended. Among the sug- 
gestions: The erection of student 
veteran cooperative houses; Revis- 
ion of the rental control policy, so 
that rentals would be reduced to 
vathin the reach of low wage carn- 
ers; Requests for use of govern- 
ment owned buildings as living 
quarters for married and unmarried 
veterans, 


The conference was sponsored 
by the Canadian Legion, and prin- 
cipals of 12 Canadian Universities. 
Among the notables attending 
were: Maj.-Gen. E. L, M. Burns, 
Director General of Rehabilitation. 
Brig. M. F. Gregg, V.C., honorary 
president of the Canadian Legion 
and President of the University cf 
New Brunswick; Lieut.-Col. Paul 
Triquet, V.C, and four members 
of the Dominion Command of the 
Canadian Legion.

A plan of exchange scholarships 
and international liaison between 
universities was advocated at the 
Dominion-wide conference of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students, held at the 
McGill Union on December 27-29, 

Twenty-nine delegates from 18 
Canadian universities attended the 
meeting which was under the 
chairmanship of McGill's Jack Pye, 
McGill was represented by Pye and 
R. J. Balfour, 

Examination of problems and pro- 
jects of importance to Canadian 
students was featured at the con- 
ference and highlighted among 
questions discussed were: 

1) The endowment of “professor- 
ships of peace”; 

2) The establishment of student 
health services; 

3) Support of the International 
Student Service; 


4) Reduced railway fares for 
students; 
5) Extension of inter-university 
debating; 


6) The fostering of national stu- 
dent radio programs; 

7) Establishment of student em- 
ployment services; 

8) Continuation of services by 
the Wartime Bureau of Technical 
Personnel. 

The conference endorsed all of 
the above points, and, with more 
than 36,000 Canadian university 
students now represented by NF. 
C.U.S., it was decided to establish 
a central office with a paid secre- 
tary-treasurer, This post went to 
Maj. E. A. Macdonald, of Toronto.

Rumania Government 
Publishes Guarantees 











Bucharest, January 8.—44)}—The 
newly-formed government of Pre- 
mier Petru Groza took swift action 
today to make public the guaran- 
tees required of it by the foreign 
ministers' agreement for recogni- 
tion by Great Britain and the Unit: 
ed States and the conclusion of 
peace treaties with the Big Three, 
The governmént previously had 
been recognized by Russia, 

A government communique, 
broadcast just 24 hours after its 
reformation by a big three commis- 
sion, stated that the Rumanian cab- 
inet in extraordinary session today 
agreed to general elections “within 
the shortest possible time’ and a 
“universal secret ballot open to all 
anti-Fascist and democratic par- 
ties.” 

The communique also said the 
“cabinet will Insure the freedom of 
the printed word, speech and .re- 
ligious assembly,” À

Begin Classes 


Plans Announced 
To Accommodate 
Incoming Students 





With enrolment figures of vet- 
ecrans entering McGill University 
this month second term approach- 
ing the 500 mark, and still rising, 
new classes opened at Dawson Col- 
lege last Monday, arranged by the 
Board of Governors of the Univer- 
sity for veterans who were dem- 
obilized after the opening of the 
regular session last Qctober. or the 
same reason, additional classes also 
open on the Montreal campus to- 
day. | 

Classes at Dawson College will be 
attended by students in First Year 
B. Sc. or First Year B.Eng. These 
students will enter regular Second 
Year courses next autumn after 
completing the required work for 
the session by the end of August, 

In view of the larger cnrolment 
and the consequent reduction of 
per capita costs, the charges made 
by the University for board and 
residence in the case of single men 
have been reduced as of January 
1, 1946 to $45 per month for one, 
two or three men to a room, and 
$39 per month for more than three 
men to a room. In the case of 
married students, the rates remain 
unchanged. 


Students entering the Faculty of 
Arts and Science or Medicine on 
the campus will be registered in 
courses Which will also continue 
during the summer months, and 
thus enable them to enter the reg- 
ular Second Year in the autumn of 
1946, Students seeking. entrance to 
the upper years of the courses lead- 
ing to B.A., B. Com., B. Eng. or B. 
Sc, Will be admitted, after a care- 
ful consideration of the cireum- 
stances of each case, to advanced 
standing, or refresher courses, 
which have been found preferable 
in most cases.

Awarded to McGill Students 


Three McGill students, two re-Medal and the F. W. Sharpe prize 


turned veterans and one still in 
the army in England, have been 


awarded Rhodes Scholarships to 
continue their studies at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, England. The 
successful candidates are Marvyn 
Weiner, David I. Wanklyn .and 
Hugh F, Scott, all of whom had 
brilliant records at McGill before 
their enlistment, 

This year's awards, the first to 
be made since 1941, were judged 
on high scholastic ability and suc- 
cessful war records. Qualifications 
for the scholarship are based on 
literary and scholastic attainments; 
quality of leadership; and physical 
vigour and success in outdoor 
sports, 

A graduate from McGill in 1943 
with the degree of Bachelor of 
Commerce, Marvyn Weiner was 
awarded the Chancellor's Gold 
Medal in Economics. For his high 
scholastic record he also received 
the Lieutenant - Governor's Silver 


for accountancy. A captain in the 
Royal Canadian Artillery, Weiner is 
still in England at No, 5 Canadian 


Repatriation Depot. 
David Wanklyn, a graduate of 


Bishop's College School in 1941, 
entered McGill in the fall of that 
year and continued his studies with 
great success until Christmas 1943 
when he enlisted. He served over- 
seas in Belgium, Holland and Ger- 
many with the 12th Manitoba Dra- 
goons and returned to Canada last 
July after being wounded in Hol- 
land. Wanklyn is now enrolled at 
McGill in the B.Sc. course and is 
majoring in mathematics and phy- 
sics. 

Third of the three scholarships 
winners Hugh Scott, entered Mc- 
Gill in 1941 as a science student. 
After a year at the University dur- 
ing which time he obtained a very 
high average in his course he en- 
listed in the army. Returning to 
college after his discharge Scott is 
now at Dawson in Engineering. 





large proportion of the First Year 
students in order to avoid crowding 
the upper classes on the campus. 
“It should be clearly understood,” 
stated Dr, James, “that the exam- 
ination standards will be the same 
this year as they have been in the 
past, and that every student who 
meets the traditional standard will 
find a place waiting for him in the 
Upper Year classes of his chosen 
course.” 


When on January 8th, 1945, Mc- 
Gill University. established special 
courses for ex-service students who 
wished to study for degrees, it was 
the first University in Canada to 
do so. Plans had been carefully 
developed by the Post-War Prob- 
lems Committee of the Senate, and 
the experience of the past twelve 
months has demonstrated the prac- 


ticability of the scheme from the 
student’s viewpoint. The arrange- 
ments for the new courses that are 
about to begin will follow the lines 
that were laid down twelve months 
ago,

To provide more efficient news 
coverage of student activities across 
Canada, plans were made at the 
CUP Conference, held at the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario in Lon- 
don, Dec. 21-23, for the CUP to 
become a National News Service 
whereby news from all universities 
will be available to newspapers on 
the CUP chain in daily bulletins. 


Under this new wire system Mc- 
Gill, Toronto and Manitoba will act 
as regional headquarters They will 
receive all the news sent from the 


universities in their region, will

versities what they will need, and | 
will send a bulletin to the’ other, 
two headquarters, receiving cach of

The Daily was chosen from am- 
ong 13 competitors, each of which 
submitted a selected issue to be 
judged on the basis of news con- 
tent, typographical make-up and 
editorial content. The committec’s 
decision was unanimous. It was 
chosen because of its ‘well-writ- 
ten student news, interesting edit- 
orial page and competent make- 
up.’ The issue sent in for the com- 
petition was that of November 16. 

The University of Western On- 
tario weekly Gazette came second 
for its issue of November 12. It was 
selected for its ‘excellent campus 
news, bright editorials and partic- 
ularly clever student photos.’ 

The Sheaf, the University of 
Saskatchewan's weekly came third 
for its issue of November 23, It 
was chosen because of its ‘well- 
balanced editorials, its bright 
news treatment and good typogra- 
phy.’ 

Special mention was made of Le 
Quartier Latin, the Universite de 
Montreal weekly for its ‘fine lit- 
erary quality and artistic typogra- 
phy.’

Chungking: Optimism was shown 
today by the members of the three- 
man board secking a _ truce in 
China’s civil strife. After lengthy 
conferences yesterday the opinion 
was voiced that a final settlement 
would be reached today on the eve 
of the opening of the political con- 
sultation conference that will seek 
national unity.

Even to the most casual of observers it must 
appear self-evident, that McGill is not only 
entering a most active career in Canadian stu- 
dent and university life, and that her stature as 
an international institution of learning is grow- 
ing yearly, but that, with the contributions of 
McGill men to war-time research becoming 
more and more known, the scientific genius of 
this university is anything but dormant. 


It is quite possible that this notable upswing 
in activity and achievement at McGill is an in- 
dication that in a world at peace universities 
will finally take the leading place in intellectual 
life which has been their just desert for such a 
long time. 


Constant awareness of such a leading posi- 
tion will bring to students a sense of moral and 
ethical] responsibility which has already been in 
evidence during past crises. Then, perhaps, in- 
stead of fighting wars brilliantly, universities 
will be key factors in the preservation of a just 
peace without the undercurrents of tension 
which are so near the surface of the world 
scene today. 


More power to an active university life, and 


may, 1946 bring strength and honor fo McGill!

The Dead Began to Speak 


(Review, of “The Unquiet Grave”, by Palinurus, 
(Cyril Connolly), Harper and Brothers.) 


Cyril Connolly is an influential force in modern 
literature. He has begun, and is still editing “Hori- 
zon”, the intellectual, leftish, sophisticated English 
Literary magazine. Connolly is 43 and by all ac- 
counts a success. Yet, his latest book, recently pub- 
lished, condemns his life, his work, his very per- 
sonality. With loathing he turns from himself, tries 
to lose his “ego”. Discontented he likens himself to 
“Palinurus” Aeneas’ pilot. Despairing he uproots the 
makings of his conscious personality. The search is 
long and arduous. For us it is fascinating. 

His book “The Unquiet Grave” takes its title from 
an old ballad 


“The twelvemonth and a day being up, 
The dead began to speak: 

‘O who sits weeping on my grave, 
And will not let me sleep'?" 


It is Connolly himself who sits on his spiritual 
grave, and tries to stir the embers of what was once 


a man with a career, The mind is dead, he cannot 
write any more, This impotence leads to frustration, 
and to a maddening, year long search for the ob- 
struction, the impediment, that stops the critic, the 
“connoisseur”, from being a truly creative force. 


Little in the book is creative. It is series of re- 
flections on life, not deep enough to be philosophi- 
cal, not profund, yet fascinating. Quotations inter- 
mingle with thoughts, remembrances of sunlit days 
in France, of: friends and animals. The book is a 
collection of the many little things that make up a 
personality, tastes and hopes, fears, dreams, likes 
and dislikes. It is like talking to an old friend. Yet 
throughout, the theme of the book grows. At first 
it is imperceptible; in the middle we begin to un- 
derstand; at the end we know the problem, 


In the end we are confronted with Connolly's 
spiritual ancestor, “Palinurus”, who piloted Acneas’ 
ship and who fell—or threw himself—into the 
waters, when the search for a haven was almost 
completed, There is, in the pilot, a will to fail, due 
to strong frustration, This frustration could be over- 
come, But he pits himself against fate. Likewise 
Connolly sets himself against his times, and yearns 
for wild, strange, discontented things, for beauty, 
above all, for individualism. He is opposed to the 
group society, to socialism; for he is an artist, and 
the artist must create in loneliness and inde- 
pendence, c- 


The passages on art are very true, and we can 
hear the critic speaking. Connolly advocates identifi- 
cation with nature and the vegetable world, quiet, 
adjustment. He loves nature, plants, flowers. There 
are several fascinating drawings in the book, in- 
serted without title or explanation. At first they re- 
pel; then they fascinate. The whole book fascinates. 
There is no other word for it. The thoughts are cer- 
tainly not profound nor very original. 


The fascination of the book lies, I believe, in the 
style, and its universality. There is so much of it, 
and so many different subjects are examined, that 
all are bound to find an echo of themselves. And the 
style is so brief, so absolutely perfectly balanced 
and constructed, that it never bores, and focuses the 
attention throughout, 


“The Unquiet Grave” is a book that cannot be 
strictly defined or placed in any category. It is a 
study in psychology, but at the same time a treatise 
on art. It is an autobiography, and a statement of 
faith. It is mystical and yet full of sensuous reality. 
It triumphs over death for behold, Palinurus is 
reborn. The essential character-type remains. “Te 
Palinure Petens”, the evil shades are secking you 
out Palinurus to torment you with feelings of guilt 
—that you have not earned—and impotence that 
leads to frustration. 


For one year he fights and struggles and searches 
and seeks. Then the night mare fades as quiet settles 
on the personality that was so roughly and systema- 
tically torn apart. Connolly reaches_a conclusion, a 
philosophy of life. One can find it on page 131, the 
second to last paragraph. It is a farewell, and a 
counsel, a precept for living. Yet it is an unsatisfy- 
ing ending, and rather trite. The book itself is a 
work of art, a piece of perfectly balanced press, 
style and construction. It need not end on a moral 
note; as long as the problem ‘has been stated. 


Its true and fitting ending is the chapter examin- 
ing “Who Was Palinurus?” A feeling of calm has 
settled on the author and he examines critically the 
man that he once had been. One by one the pieces 
fit in. Dryden, Virgil, Homer are consulted and 
slowly the picture grows. It grows but it does not 
end, for as he ends the book Connolly opens up a 
new avenue of analysis. There is no end to the per- 
sonality of man, it offers endless opportunity for 
study and investigation, yet the essential magic can 
never be put on paper, 


One cannot put a personality on paper. But one 
can try ... and this trial in the “The Unquiet 
Grave”, is certainly a memorable and important 
experiment, 


It is a book that must be read to be judged, for 
it will mean different things to every reader. Some 
will like # and some will not understand. We liked

LOCAL MUSICIANS 
IN JAM SESSION 


Not for the first time in history, 
but for the first time in quite a 
while, a group of Montreal jazz 
men got together to give their own 
individual renditions of many of 
the popular “jamming” favorites. 
This was on Saturday afternoon, 
January 5, at the Knights of Col- 
umbus Hall...a session called 
‘Montreal Jazz” 

The audience was large and en- 
thusiastic and when asked if they 
would welcome a continued series 
they seemed most enthusiastic, so 
I guess we have not seen the last 
of Montreal Jazz, and that is in- 
deed a good thing for these jam 
sessions can easily be as good as 
the best imported ones. 

The star of the show as far as 
the real New Orleans Jazz went 
was Frank Johnson, trombone. 
Johnson had the quality which the 
ensemble as a whole lacked, that of 
restraint. In fact, in his specialty 
number, “Sentimental Lady,” he 
gave casily the best performance 
of the afternoon. His background 
in this was provided by Eddie Mel- 
amo at the piano, Tony Dickson on 
the bass both of whom provided an 
excellent rhythm throughout the 
concert, and Willy Wade on drums 
doing a good job when he kept it 
slow. and quiet. 

The “young genius” we have 
been hearing so much about, May- 
nard Ferguson, trumpet, gave proof 
that he has a wonderful tone and 
good technique, but certainly not 
the ideal for jamming. Ferguson 
does not seem to have many origi- 
nal ideas, and whenever he runs 
out he turns to the high notes. 
This, of course, makes for good 
spectacle, but not for good jazz. 





Russian Acting 
Is Different

Russian films have sometimes 
been below American standards. 
Their photography is not as far 
advanced as Hollywood's, direc- 
tion is not as smooth and pro- 
ductions are not as lavish, Now 
and then, however, Russia sends 
us a picture that is far beyond the 
achievements of Hollywood com- 
panies. “Girl No. 217” is one of 
them. Depicting the treatment of 
Russians who have been dragged 
to Germany as slaves, it is a docu- 
ment of stark realism and brutal 
simplicity. It keeps the audience 
on the edge of their seats and 
clutches their hearts with terror 
and pity. 

It is the acting alone from 
which this film derives its power. 
There is a remarkable difference 
between Hollywood and Russian 
acting techniques. Seeing “Girl No. 
217” one suddenly realizes that 
most of Hollywood stars are “typ- 
ed” and “stereotyped”. Through- 
out the war I have been criticizing 
the fact that Hollywood has never 


|succeeded in showing to the Amer- 


ican public n real Stormtrooper. 
What they put on the screen were 
stock-villians, well versed in the 
ways of bootleggers and gangsters. 
Now, clad in the timely black 
uniform of the S.S. man with 
skull and crossbones, they con- 
tinued to portray gangsters, replac- 
ing their beloved Brooklinese with 
guttural Germanisms, It never oc- 
curred to anybody that SS. men 
are not gangsters but perverts, sad- 
ists and paranoiacs who can be rec- 
ognized as such by a certain sim- 
ilarity in bearing and expression. 
I know, for I! have seen them. 


So have the Russians Gregory 
Mikhailov, who is one of the act- 
ors, had a sister who was in Ger- 
‘many as a slave, and Mikhail Romm, 
director of “Girl No, 217," utilized 
the suggestions based on Mikhail- 
ov's information, Gregory Greif, 
portraying one Kurt Kahger, looks 
and acts the prototype of a German 
SS. guard. A long, drawn face, 
blond hair, blue, fishy-cold eyes and 
a Jascivious mouth show the char- 
acter of this man; silent and cruel, 
immovable and menacing. Or take 
the German family: Grocer Johann 
Kraus, a petty tyrant, bull-necked, 
shrewd and pedantic, You find these 
men often among the lower middle 
class of Prussia. Germans call them 
“Radfahre,” Bicyclists, because they 
bow continuously to those above 
them and, at the same time, step 
on their underlings. Vladimir 
Vladislavsky does more than act 
his part—he lives it. One forgets 
that, this man is a Russian, that he 
probably cannot speak German, so 
vivid and intense is his portrayal. 


Far from acrricaturing Herr 
Kraus, he understands him so com- 
pletely that every twitch of his 
lips, every move of his hand be- 
comes meaningful and relevant. 
His wife, played by Tania Bari- 
shova, mirrors thousands of Ger- 
man houswives. Narrow-minded 
and easily frightened, she hides be- 
hind the broad back of her lord 
and master, using his urge for 
domination to keep their two Rus- 
sian household slaves at bay. 

These two, a girl and a acien- 
tist, are the “stars” of the picture, 
tf we can speak of stars at all, 


Montreal, 


Their acting is intense and sin- 
cere, stripped of all mannerisms; 
without glamor but also without 
Ham. There is no “routine” in 
their portrayals; they have lost all 
personal traits and assumed en- 
tirely new identities, They will 
not carry these identities over to 
other parts in future pictures, for 
each individual which they depict 
must be complete and unique, And 
they do not wear enamel caps over 
their teeth to make them white 
and sparkling. They have no need 
for glamor. 

The scientist, played by Vassili 
Zaichiakov, is a quiet and super- 
ior man, deliberate in thoughts and 
movements: a mathematician who 
retains his methodical attitude even 
in the filth and squalor of his jani- 
tor’s quarters, His serene strength 
and restrained pertinence are of 
tremendous impact. Zaichiakov is 
gifted with a singularly beautiful 
speaking voice, and his modula- 
tion and inflexion are so pertinent 
that I “understood” each word, even 
though I do not speak Russian. 
This curious phenomenon, inciden- 
tally, is true of the entire picture: 
acting is so intense, language so 
Strong that the English sub-titles 
are hardly necessary. 

Elena Kuzmina, playing the 
“Girl No. 217,” uses her mimic abil- 
ities only quite sparingly. She, 
too, impresses by the magnificent 
naturalness of her characterization. 
During climaxing moments, she be- 
comes overwhelmingly dramatic. 
By no means pretty, she possesses 
a pair of expressive dark eyes 
which can convey an infinite num- 
ber of emotions: Love, searing hate, 
desperations and pain, Her Russian 
friend, pretty Anastasia Lissian- 
skaya, acts her small part with 
utmost abandon. 

A young and helpless girl, she 
conveys tragedy and hope in a 
manner that wrings your heart 
and brings tears to your eyes. The 
rest of the actors follow the same 
eneral pattern of effect through 
restraint, with the exception of 
Fraulein Kraus, who faintly ap- 
proaches the Hollywood conception 
of a vamp. Kaatchaturian’s musi- 
cal score is sonorous, powerful and 
original, often entirely supplanting 
the dialogue. It is not my job to 
judge the validity of the film's 
ideological implications. As a dram- 
atic production it is painfully mag- 
nificent theatre. Hollywood with 
its streamlined patent-actors cannot 
hope to approach it. 

Second item on the all-Russian 
progra mwas a short; “Leningrad 
Music Hall”. Entirely composed of 
classical and folk-music, it gave an 
impressive picture of Russian cul- 
tural achievements. Beginning with 
an offering by the Leningrad Sym- 
phony Orchestra — delightfully 
photographed with the corps de 
ballet—it presented amongst other 
numbers the young Prima Ballerina 
Tamara Unlova in the famous 
“Dying Swan” by Saint-Saens. 
Nijinsky, upon seeing Ulanova re- 
cently in Vienna, is said to have 
wept with joy, declaring her a 
second Pavlova. Beethoven's Scot- 
tish Drinking Song was superbly 
rendered by a bass whose name I! 
have forgotten, but who sounds 
more like Chaliapin than any other 
singer I have ever heard. His voice 
is black and mellow, of astonishing 
range and flexibility. 

A few scenes from Rigoletto, in- 
cluding Quaesto e Quella and the 
famous La Donna ce Mobile, were 
expertly staged, danced and sung, 
with some unusually good acting 
and incidental business. The tenor, 
singing the role of the Duke of 
Mantua, has a soft, lyrical voice, a 
melting bel conto and effortless 
technique, and he looks a little like 
Gigli in his young years. It sound- 
ed strange, at first, to hear Rigo- 
letto sung in Russian, but the ex- 
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quisite musicianship and cfferves- 


cing spirit of the singers took that 
language barrier in their stride. 
The film was concluded with some 
boisterous and spectacular folk- 
dancing and some very humorous 
folk-songs. Staging, backgrounds 
and costumes were lavish and 
imaginative in all production num- 
bers, In all, a short which was 
gratifying in its variety and be- 
yond criticism in performance. 
After leaving the theatre it oc- 
curred to me that the general stan- 
dard of the motion picture indus- 
try might be considerably clevated 
if Hollywood would send a few 
directors and actors to Russia, and

Change Name of Administrative Organization but Continue Old Policy 


After eight full years of success- 
ful operation under its original 
title, the Central Office for East- 
ern Intercolleglate Athletics will 
next acquire a new name. Begin- 
ning January 1, 1946, this admin- 
istrative agency will be known as 
the Eastern College Athletic Con- 
ference, a less cumbersome title 
believed by the interested colleges 
to be accurately indicative of the 
organization. 

At the time of its establishment 
on January 1, 1938, the C.O.E.L.A. 
brought twelve separate inter- 


collegiate sport groups together in | 


a single federation for the sake of 
improved efliciency and increased 
economy to be achieved through 
their administration as a unit. In 
its ninth year of activity—and first 





as the Eastern College Athletic 
Conference — the office will func- 
tion with no less than twenty inter- 


collegiate athletic leagues and as- 


sociations as its affiliates. These 
leagues and associations are re- 
sponsible for programs of competi- 
tion in fourteen different branches 
of sport — baseball, basketball 
cross country, fencing, football, 150- 
pound football, golf, gymnastics, 
hockey, rowing, swimming, tennis, 
tracks and ficld, and wrestling.
